fW days since a colloquy between Messrs. 
Sloan and Brown, of this State, in the 
llou.13 of Representatives tit Washington. 
Tlio discussion nroso out" of a statement 
jnnde by Mr. Pruyn " thut the Supreme 
Court of tha State of Wisconsin, aniLtho 
Legislature of the State, Jiiat recoi/niitd 
(he doctrine of secession," and whcu Mr. 
Sloan requested him to state when nnd 
Avhero—ho said " by certain resolutions of 
tho Legislature passed in 1859 j" and fur- 
ther stated thut he had " quoted from 


, memory," but thut he was " corroborated 


by the statement of the members of Wis- 
consin," who hud told him "that such was 
tho purport of tho resolutions." To this 
statement and a similar onofrom Mr .Brown, 
Mr. Sloan assarted that tho resolutions 
paisod by our Legislature in 1859 wore 
substantially like tho resolutions of 1708, 
which were incorporated into and bad 
formed a part of tho Democratic platform 
for tho last sixteen years; and ho interro- 
gated both of theso gentlemen, oa to 
•whether in their denunciation of tho Wis- 
consin resolutions, they meant to bo un- 
derstood as repudiating their own platform? 
After several attempts upon tho part of 
Mr. Brown to evade tho question, but 
Vfhioli he could not do owing to the skill- 
ful manner in which it was pressed upon 
him by Mr. Sloan, he at length replied in 
theso words: " I understand that the 
resolution1! of 1798 contain no such doc- 
trine as that incorporated into the resolu- 
tions of tho Wisconsin Legislature in 1859." 
Hero is a plain isiuo of fact. There is no 
chanco of equivocation or evasion, for tho 
evidence is wholly a matter of history. 
The Kentucky and Virginia resolutions of 
J9S and '9U, involved principles which tire 
fundamental in their character—principles 
which divided Washington's Cabinet- 
formed a dividing line between political 
parties at an early dixy—were the bone of 
contention between Webster and Calhoun 
—principles which have been discussed and 
decided in several of tho State Courts— 
thoroughly expounded by John Marshall, 
and supposed to bo settled, more than once, 
by-tho Supremo Court of tho United States. 
Thoso resolutions having entered so large- 
ly into thu politics, legislation and juris- 
prudence of tho country, should bo under- 
stood by every one who nspiroH to political 
distinction and especially every member of 
Congress who claims to bo a member of tho 
logal profession. 
Mr. Sloan and Mr. 


Drown arc both members of tho Wisconsin 
bar. 
Lot us tedt their legal and political 


knowledge by tho record. 
And hero wo 


are ready to admit in tho outset that Mr. 
Brown correctly stated the substance of the 
Wisconsin resolutions. Theso resolutions 
may bo found on pago 248 of tho Session 
Laws of 18.39, and arc accessible to almost 
every one, and it is therefore sufficient to 
nay that tho substance of tho first and sec- 
ond resolutions is that the federal judiciary 
assumed jurisdiction of the Booth case and 
that such assumption was " an net of un- 
delegated power and therefore without au- 
thority, void and of no force." Tho third 
ond fourth resolutions read aa follows:— 
3 " Thatthogovornmont formed by thecou- 
etitutionof the United States, was not made 
tho exclusive or final judgo of the extent of 
tho power delegated to itself,but that as in all 
Other cases of compact among parties hav- 
ing no common judge, each party has an 
equal right to judgo for itself as well of 
infractions, as of the mode and measure of 
redress." 4. " That the principle and 
construction contended for by the party 
(tho Democratic party) which now rules, 
ia tho councils of tho nation, that the gen- 
eral government is tho exclusive judge of 
tho extent of tho powers delegated to it, 
stop nothing short of doipotism, since tho 
discretion of thoso who administer tho 
government and not the constitution would 
be tho measure of their power; that the 
several states which formed that inslitu- 
ment, being sovereign and independent, 
leave the unquestionable right to judge of 
its infraction, and that a positive defiance 
of those sovereignties, of all unauthorized 
Mis done or attempted to bo done under 
color of {hot instrument is tho rightful 
remedy." 


By referring to tho Kentucky resolutions 


ns published and endorsed in the Milwau- 
kee News of Aug. 4, 18G3, we find that tho 
first resolution declares "that tho several 
States" * * " are not united on tho 
principles of unlimited submission to the 
genera! government," that that govern- 
ment is a "comjmct," " that wheresoever 
the general government assumes nmkleyuted 
jioiivjv»; it$ ads arc nnauthoritative, void 
nnd of nnj'arce; that to this compact each 
State acceded us a Stuto, and is an integral 
party ; nnd its co-states forming as to it- 
coif tho other party; that the gownmtnt 
created by thin cantjmt'l wax not made the ex~ 
cluvire or final Jiuli/c of the extent of the 
poteen delegated (o iiaelf, since thai would 
Jtiti't made itt diwrelion, and not the con- 
stitution the measure of 
lt.t }toicem, bid 


that as in all <>//<«;• CWM of compart, among 
immrs haeiny no common jmlje, each parly 
has a right to judyefor ihelf, as well of in- 
fractions aj of the mode ami measure of re- 
dress," 
Jt will rcndily bo observed that 


the words in italics arc all in the Wiscon- 
sin resolutions of 1859, and hence so much 
of the resolutions are not only substantial- 
ly alike, but arc identical. By referring 
to the colloquy, it will be been that tho 
only reason which Mr. Brown iiu'd his 
fricntl Mr. Pruyn gave, for claiming that 
tho Wisconsin resolutions " recognized the 
doctrine of secession," was that they de- 
clared " that tho government of tho United 
States was a compact, and that In caao "of 
dispute between a State nnd tho federal 
government, there was no common arbiter, 
nnd that each State was a judge us well of 
tho infraction of that compact as of tho 
mode and manner of redress." 


Thvw Mr. Brown objects to that very por- 


tion of the resolutions of 1859, -which are 
literally copied from* that part of the Ken 


Brown in order to maintain his consisten- 
cy, and notcjnvicthhnselfofbeiugtainted 
with the doctrine of secession which ho 
claimed to be contained in the resolutions 
of59, and because h'e could not evade an- 
swering the questions which were repeat- 
edly-pressed upon, him by Mr. .,Bloan,_in 
such a way that his very Yilenco would 
necessarily bo .construed into nu answer, 
at length rcpliesi that if ho thought the 
Kentucky resolutions contained the same 
doctrine as the Wisconsin" resolutions ho 
" would repudiate " them, nnd that it was 
because he thought that the Kentucky res- 
olutions did " not contain any such senti- 
ments" as he had referred to that ho had 
given his " adherence to them." One of 
two things must be admitted—either Mr. 
Brown stated what lie know to be abso- 
lutely false in relation to tho Kentucky 
resolutions or he was ignorant of tho doc- 
trine and language which they contained. 
It is apparent from the whola discussion 
that the moro charitable viow is tho cor- 
rect one. The fact that Mr. Brown makes 
no attempt to point out any distinction be- 
tween the resolutions, that 1m hesitated a 
long time and then answered by saying 
that bo " understood that tho resolution of 
'98 contained no btiuh doctrine" as tho 
resolutions of'59, that " if ho thought tho 
resolutions" alike he would repudiate his 
platform and that it wus because ho con- 
sidered them unlike that he adhered to it, 
pretty clearly show that Mr. Brown had 
never seen the Kentucky resolutions and 
knew nothing about them except what he un- 
derstood by whispering withpnrtizan fricnda 
who happened to bo no wiser than himself. 
In tho language of the Milwaukee Netcs, 
" wo regret that Mr. Brown had not tho 
documents on hand;" not " to pin his an- 
tagonist to tho wall," for ho possesses nei- 
ther tho learning nor ability to do that, 
but in order that ho might fctudy and lean 
something about the political history 01 
his country, and especially of his owr 
party, and thus sav(3 the reputation o 
Wisconsin from having any of its Congros 
flioual districts represented by an igno 
ramus. Mr. Brown's friends deserve con 
sure for undertaking to hold him rcspon 
siblo for tho inconsistencies of hi.s vote 
in Congress during tho present session 
for he has 
undoubtedly ^otod ns he 


"thought nnd " understood" from tlios 
who happened to bo near him nt the time 
would bo in accordance with the priuui 
pics of his part}'.

by our Legislature in 1850 were 


substantially like tho resolutions of 1798, 
•which were incorporated into and had 
formed a part of tho Democratic platform 
for the last sixteen years; and ho interro- 
gated both of those gentlemen, as to 
whether in their denunciation of tho Wis- 
consin resolutions, they meant to be un- 
derstood as repudiating their own platform? 
After several attempts upon the part of 
Mr. 
BroAVn to evade tho question, but 


which lie could not do owing to the skill- 
ful manner in which it was pressed upon 
liim by Mr. Sban, he at length replied in 
theso words: " I understand that the 
resolutions of 1798 contain no such doc- 
trine as that incorporated into the resolu- 
tions of tho Wisconsin Legislature in 1859." 
Hero is a plain issue of fact. 
There is no 


chance of equivocation or evasion, for the 
evidence is wholly a matter of history. 
The Kentucky and Virginia resolutions of 
•"98 and '99, involved principles which are 
fundamental in their character—principles' 
which divided Washington's Cabinet— 
formed a dividing line between political 
parties at an early day—were the bone of 
contention between Webster and Calhoun 
—principles which have been discussed and 
decided in several of tho Stato Courts— 
thoroughly expounded by John Marshall, 
and supposed to be settled, more than once, 
by ..the Supreme Court of tho United States. 
Those resolutions, having entered so large- 
ly into tho polities, legislation and juris- 
prudence of the country, should bo under- 
stood by every one who aspires to jjolitieal 
distinction and especially every member of 
Congress who claims to-boamcmborof tho- 
legal profession. 
Mr. Sloan and Mr. 


Brown ure both members of tho Wisconsin 
bar. 
Lot us test their legal and political 


knowledge by tho record. And hero wo 
are ready to admit in the outset that Mr. 
Brown correctly stated the substance of the 
Wisconsin resolutions. 
These resolutions 


may bo found on page 248 of the Session 
Laws of 1S59, and are accessible to almost 
every one, and it is therefore sufficient to 
aay that the substance of the first and sec- 
ond resolutions is that tho federal judiciary

and of no force; that to this compact each 
State acceded as a State, and is au integral 
party ; and its co-states forming as to it- 
Keif the other party; that t/ic government 
createdly this comjiaul was not made the ex* 
elusive or final Jndt/e of the extent of the 
powers delajtited to itself, 
since that would 


have made its diseivti&n, and not Uic con- 
stitution the measure of its powers, but 
that as in all offie:- cafes of compact, ainony 
poirers haeinif no common judge, each party 
fats a right to judt/efor itself, as tcdl of in- 
fractions as of the -mode and measure of re- 
dress." 
It will readily be observed that 


tho words in italics tire all in the Wiscon- 
sin resolutions of 1S50, and hence so much 
of the resolutions aro not only substantial- 
ly alike, but are identical. By referring 
to the .colloquy, it will be seen that the 
only reason which Mr. Brown uu'd 'his 
friond Mr. Pruyn gave, for claiming that 
the Wisconsin resolutions " recognized the 
doctrine of secession," was that -they de- 
clared " that the government of the United 
States was a compact, and that in easo of 
dispute between a State aud the fodoral 
government, thero was no common arbiter, 
nnd that each State was a judge as well of 
the infraction of that compact as of tha 
mode and manner of rcdresg."

tucky resolutions above quoted.

statements in the article referred to, con- 
tained in its issue of February 17th, witii 
the fourth resolution of 1859, above quoted. 
The Nexus says : " The .Wisconsin resolu- 
tions declared ' positive defiance' of tho 
Federal Government by the States, to be 
the rightful remedy for any act of Federal 
Government deemed by the States to bo 
unauthorized."

these sovereignties" rend-'1 a positive donr 
anee 'of tho Federal Government." The 
resolution simply asserts that the construc- 
tion of the constitution contended for by

clusive judge of the extent of the powers 
delegated to'it, stop nothing short of des- 
potism" " and then goes on to state as one 
of the reasons why—that tho general Gov-
